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RECEIPTS OF FISHERY PRODUCTS AT SEATTLE, 1942

Receipts of fresh and frozen fish, fish livers, and shellfish at Seattle during 1942, 
totaled 71,622,600 pounds, a decrease of nearly 4s million pounds, or 6 percent, as com- 
cared with 1941, These receipts included imports from British Columbia, arrivals from Alaska, 
and local landings and shipments sold over the Seattle halibut and salmon exchanges, or 
directly to wholesale dealers, 


The principal decrease occurred in landings by the Seattle halibut fleet, which de- 
clined 34 million pounds, or 16 percent, and receipts of fresh and frozen fish from Alaska 


and Canada which were 15 million pounds less, 


The total volume of local fish receipts exclusive of halibut fleet landings, showed 
e change from the previous year, increasing 1 percent, Within this total, however, 
changes--flounder receipts gained about 800,000 pounds, or 12 per- 
and the "lingcod" total increased approximately 2 million pounds, or 82 percent, re- 
flecting the continued expansion of the otter trawl fishery, Sockeye salmon receipts in- 
creased over 1 million pounds (517 percent) as a result of the extraordinary run of Fraser 
River sockeye salmon, m salmon receipts were over 12 million pounds, or 33 percent, greater 
than in 1941. Chinook and silver salmon receipts decreased $ million and over 2 million 
pounds, respectively, largely because of the effect of restrictive wartime measures on 
trolling operations, The coastal crab fishery likewise suffered from wartime restrictions, 
which were reflected in a drop of 800,000 pounds in Seattle receipts of crabs, 
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The decline in halibut landings at Seattle was due to the American halibut fleet selling 
a larger part of its catch at Prince Rupert, B. C., because of the elimination of lay-in 
periods in port between trips, The halibut curtailment program--providing a lay-in period 
of 8 days between trips for the purpose of spreading the catch over a longer season--was 
abandoned at the request of military authorities less than2months after the season started, 
Ss resulted in the shortest halibut season to date--only 25 months, 





The receipts of frozen halibut from Alaska declined about 1 million pounds, while frozen 
salmon and frozen sablefish from the Territory showed a gain of 15 million and 1/3 million 
pounds, respectively, 


Of the total receipts of ry products excluding livers and shellfish, the local

receipts, including halibut fleet landings, totaled 50,059,659 pounds, or 77 percent. Re- 
ceipts by species show salmon with 23,835,300 pounds, or 37 percent, followed by hali- 
but with 19,121,100 pounds, or 30 percent, Other species in order of importance include 
flounders with 12 percent, "Lingcod" with 9 percent, and sablefish with 7 percent, Dungeness 





crabs led all ather ellfish species in volume of receipts, with 1,334,200 pounds, or 42 
ercent, The volume of Pacific oysters received was slightly less than that of crabs, but 
he dollar value was nearly twice as great 
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Comparative data on average prices paid to fishermen for various species of fish and 
shellfish delivered to Seattle during 1942 (Table III) indicate a substantial increase for 
each species, compared with 1941, The average price paid for all fish was 28 percent greater, 
while shellfish prices gained an average of 60 percent over 1941. The rise in the average 
price of shellfish was due chiefly to the reduced productton of those items of lowest unit 
price, which caused the higher-priced items to have greater effect on the average for all 
items, There was, however, 4 general rise in unit shellfish prices, with increases noted 


principally in prices paid for Pacific oysters (54 percent) and crabs (33 percent), 


During 1942, the North Pacific shark fishery expanded enormously, both in outlay of 
@quipment and in actual production of soupfin shark, dogfish, and other fish livers con-

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taining high vitamin A potency oils, While both the volume and the value of dogfish livers 
received at Ssattle declined slightly from the previous year's total, over 300,000 pounds 
of soupfin shark livers, valued at nearly 1$ million dollars, were landed, The totel of 
all liver and viscera receipts amounted to 3,374,579 pounds, valued at $2,742,328 to the 
fishermen, This represents an increase of 75 percent in value as canpared with the previous 
year, and amounts to 50 percent of the value of all local fish receipts, 


Few, if any, products of the North Pacific fisheries have ever gone through such great 
changes in demand and in resultant prices offered as have soupfin shark livers during the 
past two years, Entering the field with a value of about 30 cents per pound in 1940, prices 
skyrocketed to a peak of over $9,00 per pound in the fall of 1941, Early in 1942, wartime 
restrictions were placed on the amounts of vitamin A that could be used in pharmaceutical 
products and feedstuffs, This, together with the subsequent discovery that there were larger 
inventory stocks of high vitamin A potency oils on the market than had previously been esti- 
mated, caused a collapse in the fish liver market, with the price of soupfin shark livers 
dropping to about $1.00 per pound in June, Late in the fall of 1942, the market recovered 
and soupfin shark liver prices rose to about $3.25, resulting in the resumption of the shark 
fishery on a large scale by the end of the year,

ENTRY PRIVILEGES FOR CANADIAN VESSELS LIMITED TO HERRING AND SARDINES 


In response to the recommendation of the Acting Secretary of the Interior, dated August 
27, the Acting Secretary of the Treasury issued the following order on September 16: 


Upon the written recommendation of the Acting Secretary of the Interior and pursuant 
to the authority vested in me by the provisions of section 501 of the Second War Powers 
Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive compliance with the provisions 
of the navigation laws to the extent necessary to permit Canadien vessels to enter and to 
land herring and sardines only at ports of entry in the customs collection district of Maine 
and New Hampshire directly from the fishing grounds whether those fishing grounds are on 
the high seas or elsewhere, I deem that such action is necessary in the conduct of the war, 


The order of the Acting Secretary of the Treasury dated August 28, 1943, weiving cam- 
pliance with the navigation laws to the extent necessary tq permit Canadian vessels carry- 
ing fish to enter at ports of entry in the customs collection district of Maine and NewHamp- 
shire directly from the fishing grounds whether those fishing grounds are on the high seas 
or elsewhere is hereby rescinded,

The order is effective for the period authorized by section 1501 of the Second War 
Powers Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th Congress), that is, until December 31, 1944, or un- 
til such earlier time as the Congress by concurrent resolution, or the President, may desig- 
hate, 
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CURRENT AVAILABILITY OF FIBER CONTAINERS FOR SHIPPING FRESH SEAFOUD DISCUSSED 


According to Conservation Order M-81, as amended July 17, 1943, (Fishery Market News, 
July, p. 11), metal plate quotas are reestablished for containers for packing fresh fish 
fillets, steaks, and shellfish, for refrigerated shipment, The packing quotas for the period 
July1, 1943 to October 1, 1943 are, with the exception of shrimp packed in Alaska and mussels, 
which are unlimited, restricted to 100 percent of the corresponding period in 1942, From 
October 1 to December 31, 1943, the quotas for oysters, clans, and mussels are limited to 
75 percent of the corresponding period in 1942; for crab meat and lobster meat, 60 percent; 
and for fillets and steaks, 50 percent of the same period, The quota for shrimp packed in 
Alaska is unlimited for this period, The order specifies that the can material shall be 
chemically-treated blackplate, 





The more liberal use of metal permitted during the period from July 1 to October 1] 
is to allow sufficient time for the packers to place orders for containers other than metal 
and to make an attempt to obtain delivery, in part at least, of the orders so as to enable 
them to continue their seafood shipments with the curtailed quantities of metal cans available 
after October 1, 


In its investigations to locate and develop suitable substitute containers, the Fish 
and Wildlife Service has maintained close contact with manufacturers of containers of various 
types, and of papers and plastic materials which may have possible use in the fabrication 
of containers, A large number of containers have been tested in the laboratory, and the 
more promising have been subjected to shipping tests to determine the behaviour under actual 
shipping conditions, Suggestions and assistance have been given container manufacturers for 
making improvements in their products, As a result of these investigations, limited sources 
of supply of containers suitable for shipping several varieties of fresh seafood have been 
found, The types of containers and their availability are given briefly under the following 
headings, 


Shellfish--Under the general term of shellfish are included fresh-shucked oysters, 
clams, and mussels, and fresh-cooked crab meat, lobster meat, and shrimp, Several of these 
varieties contain free liquid and therefore require containers which are watertight, Other 
varieties, because of the necessity of keeping water out of the package, likewise must be 
packed in watertight containers, Crab meat is usually packed in containers having several 
small holes in the bottom, All of these containers must be sufficiently waterproof and 
rigid so as not to soften and crushinthe presence of water and ice, This at once eliminates 
the availability to glass and, in the case of fiber or combination fiber- .etal containers, 
to the spiral or tubular type, ; 


Glass containers, while meeting many of the requirements of a substitute for metal 
containers, have the serious liability of breakage or chipping, and therefore have not been 
given serious consideration for general usage, For small shipments of consumer-size pack- 
ages, one quart or less, glass has been used satisfactorily providing the containers are 
packed in an orderly manner in boxes with separators between each container, 


Availability of heavily-waxed fibreboard containers of the tubular type for shipping 
shellfish is definitely limited, particularly containers for oysters, The oyster industry 
at present must depend largely upon the product of one company, which also supplies con- 
tainers for other shellfish products, This company produces containers of various sizes 
and types and because of their adaptability to use in the packaging of a large variety of 
foods, the demand has greatly exceeded the production capacity of existing equipment, Conse- 
quently, in order to serve as large a portion of the food industry as possible, it has been 
necessary to allocate certain limited quantities to the various industries, According to 
recent information, a total of about 2,000,000 pint heavily-waxed oyster cans and one-pound 
crab meat cans per month can be allocated to the fishing industry at the present time and 
possibly this can be increased to 3,000,000 this fall, Only about 400,000 gallon-size con- 
tainers per month can be produced, Furthermore, the crab meat cans are made only at in- 
tervals and at such times as sufficient orders are on hand to warrant production, The next 
run will be made in October and others must be received prior to September 10, Orders on 
hand for containers of the type used for oysters, clams, mussels, and shrimp completely 
fill their production schedules for at least four months, Thus, any packer requiring these 
containers should anticipate his requirements four or five months in advance, 


Experiments with Pacific Coast crab meat indicete possible use of another make of tu- 
bular container of similar construction and also one nesting type product, The latter type,

h A combination fiber-metal container, with waxed laminated fibreboard walls and lacqurered 
a C,T.B, ends, gives promise of further improvement in the substitute container field and

: reasonably suitable for wet ice shipments of fresh fillets and steaks, Two of these, how- 
n ever, have been forced to discontinue production on account of labor shortage, The one re- 


=) maining source of supply can be made available to the packaged fish industry at the rate 
of 12,000 boxes per day, These boxes are now being distributed largely to the industry in 
Boston, New Bedford and Gloucester, 


Fillets and steaks can be shipped quite readily in fibar containers with dry ice used 
as the refrigerant, The conditions for shipment have been worked out in the laboratories 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service, This method of refrigeration permits the use of a lighter 
weight filled box which could be more readily obtainable from paper box manufacturers, This 
method of packaging for refrigerated shipment, however, ‘costs more than the wet ice method, 
on account of the additioral costs of dry ice and insulating pads, 


— = = = 


Discussion--The recent amendment to Conservation Order M-81 should not cause undue 
hardship to the shipper of fresh seafoods, The liberal use of metal containers permitted 
from Julyl to October 1 allows time for the placing of orders for substitute containers and, 
in addition, makes possible the use of metal for distant shipments in hot weather in such 
instances in which the packers feel that fiber containers will not be satisfactory, The 
order further permits some degree of flexibility in the use of the two types of containers, 
Packers can use fiber for shipments made to nearby points and tin for more distant desti- 
nations, Similarly, tin can be used for shipments into warmer areas, while fiber might be 
quite satisfactory for products going to cooler localities, Wherever practical, shellfish, 
fillets and steaks should be precooled before packaging in fiber containers because fibre- 
board is a poor conductor of heat and cold, Also, greater care should be taken to obtain 
proper icing.

Every packer affected by this order should place his order for fiber containers im- 
mediately with the request that it at least be partially filled during October so that he 
may then begin the use of these containers, His needs should be carefully estimated and 
orders for new containers should be placed several months in advance so that he may be assured 
of having on hand at all times a sufficient quantity of containers to meet his requirements, 
Since M-81 as amended specifically permits time for placing orders and obtaining delivery 
of substitute containers, failure to obtain delivery through delay in placing orders may not 
be considered legitimate basis for hardship appeal, 


RESTRICTION ON LARGE SIZE GLASS CONTAINERS REVISED 


The restriction on the number of large size glass containers which may be accepted 
by commercial users under a quota is limited to g-gallon and l-gallon sizes, in an amendment 
to Limitation Order L-103-b, issued by WPB August 24, Previously, it applied to all sizes 
of $-gallon or larger, 


Accompanying the order is an interpretation of the basic new glass container quova 
| provisions of the order, It points out that a commercial user has only one quota for a 
particular product class and that he charges to that quota not only the containers he accepts 
for a particular class, but also those he has manufactured and those he has set aside, 


DRY ICE RULED A CHEMICAL 


A recent WPB ruling specifies that List A of Priorities Regulation No, 3 issued August 
10, covers manufactured ice, but not dry ice, Dry ice, as solid carbon dioxide, is classi- 
fied as a chemical, The ruling determines, in effect, that deliveries of dry ice are con- 
trolled by the ratings established by CMP Regulation No, 5, - By contrast, "Any rating pur- 
porting to be applied or extended (to manufactured ice) shall be void and no person shall 
give any effect to it in filling an order",

PINE TAR AND PINE TAR OIL PRICES PLACED UNDER UNIFORM CEILINGS 


Producers! sales of pine tar and pine tar oil, products of the naval stores industry 
used in ship construction and in making cordage, oakum, marine paints and reclaimed rubber, 
were brought under a separate price regulation August 13 by the OPA, 


The new regulation will not change the current level of prices which are those previously 
established by the General Maximum Price Regulation, However, instead of each individual 
producer's highest March 1942 prices, the new measure--Maximum Price Regulation No, 446, 
which became effective August 19, 194,3--sets specific uniform ceilings for the entire indus- 
try. 


PILCHARD PRODUCTION ORDERS ISSUED 
Two orders effecting the operation of the Coordinated Pilchard Production Plan were 


published in the Federal Register of August 26, Excerpts from Area Coordinator's (Area 
II--fishery) General Direction 1, issued July 30, follow: 





A, Each time @ pilchard fishing vessel enters the harbor at either one of the two fish- 
ing ports named, below to deliver a catch of pilchard (sardines), its fishing captain shall 
report to the Port Supervisor of the Office of Coordinator of Fisheries or, in his absence, 
to the Assistant Port Supervisor of the port, and receive directions as to the delivery of 
the catch, At San Francisco, the Port Supervisor, or his Assistant, will be foundadjacent 
to the St, Francis Yacht Club Harbor; at Monterey the Port Supervisor, or his Assistant, 
will be found at Naval Center Monterey Breakwater, 


B, The catch shall be at once delivered according to the directions of the Port Super- 
visor, or his Assistant, 


Excerpts from Area Coordinator's General Direction 2, issued August 7, follow: 


A, General Direction No, 1, issued July 30, 1943, shall not apply to vessels acting 
under directions issued pursuant to paragraph B, below, 


B, The fishing captain of any vessel fishing from the port of Monterey in accordance 
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with a permit properly granted, may be directed by the Port Supervisor or the Assistant 
Port Supervisor for that port to make deliveries during a specified period at Moss Landing, 
During that period, the fishing captains shall deliverall catches according to the directions 
thus givens Provided, Theat if he shall find, upon attempting delivery of 4 particular catch 
at Moss Landing, that the conditions of sea, tide or weather make such delivery unduly haz- 
ardous, he shall report to the Port Supervisor for Monterey or his Assistant, at the Naval 
Center, Monterey Breakwater, receive directions for delivery of the catch, and shall deliver 
jt accordingly, 


FISH BARREL PRICES SET IN AREA FROM BOOTHBAY TO KITTERY, MAINE 


Region 1, Order No, G-28 under section 18 (c) of the General Maximum Price Regulation 


prices for fish barrels delivered in coastal area from Boothbay to Kittery, Maine,

(a) The maximum prices established by 1499.2 of the General Maximum Price Regulation 
for fish barrels delivered in the coastal area extending from the town of Boothbay to the 
town of Kittery, Maine, are modified so that the maximum prices for such barrels shall be 
as follows:

(bd) As used in this order the term "reconditioned fish barrel" means a used fish barrel 
which has been put into sound condition so that its serviceability is fairly equivalent to 
that of a new barrel of similar size, 


(c) This order applies to all sales pursuant to which the buyer receives physical de- 
livery within the coastal area extending from the town of Boothbay to the town of Kittery, 


Maine, 


(ad) The maximum prices for fish barrels other than those for which maximum prices are 
established by this order shall be governed by the General Maximum Price Regulation or other 
applicable price regulation, 


(f) No additional charges of any kind may be added to the maximum prices established 
by this order, but lower prices may be charged, offered, demanded or paid, 


(h) This order shall become effective August 7, 1943, at 12:01 a.m,

FISH INDUSTRY REQUIRES 113,000 SLACK BARRELS FOR 4TH QUARTER 


The cooperage industry will be called upon to supply approximately 18,750,000 wooden 
barrels and kegs required to pack food, wines, chemicals and other essential products during 
the fourth quarter of 1943, the Containers Division of the War Production Board stated Aug- 
ust 14, following meetings of Slack and Tight Cooperage Industry Advisory Committees, Of 
this total, the tight cooperage industry will be expected to furnish about 3,750,000 barrels 
and kegs, and the slack cooperage industry approximately 15,000,000, 


One of the reasons for the increasing demand upon the tight cooperage industry for more 
barrels is the fact that wooden barrels are replacing steel barrels, production of which 
has been curtailed due to shortage of materials, A survey of the capacity of the tight 
cooperage industry and a list of additional products which could ve packed in wooden barrels 
will be made by a task committee, appointed to report in the near future, Slack barrel re- 
quirements for the fourth quarter, for food packing were reported by the Department of Agri- 
culture to include the following: fish, 113,000; sugar, 350;000; dry skim milk, 597,000; 
and dried eggs, 250,000, 
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The industry was urged to increase slack cooperage production in view of the demands 
of the meat, chemical and metals industries, and to make every effort to encourage their 
customers to recapture and reuse barrels wherever possible, 


TEXTILE CONTROL REVISED 


Basic controls over distribution ofall textile, clothing, leather and related products-- 
as established by Order M-328--were broadened August 17 by the War Production Board in amend- 
ing the order, The order as originally issued revamped the entire priority rating structure 
for textiles and leather and restricted the use of ratings to the most essential purposes, 
The action extends these controls with three major effects: 


1, Addition of four schedules to the order sets up an over-all policy for distribution 
of rejects, over-runs, byproducts, and seconds, Unless otherwise provided in the schedules, 
these materials may be sold free of the restrictions of Priorities Regulation No, 1, but 
subject to other provisions of M-328 and any other orders which may be specifically applic- 
able, 


2. The basic WPB policy regarding fair distribution of textile, clothing and leather 
products is incorporated in the order, The clause states in specific terms the objectives 
and purpose of the policy and provides that WPB may issue specific directives to effect 
equitable distribution when voluntary observance of the policy is "inadequate", 


3. The framework for issuance of specific WPB directives covering production, fabrica- 
tion, processing, or delivery of textile and leather goods to meet particular military or 
civilian requirements is written into the order, Actually, this is simply a restatement of 
authority previously incorporated in provisions of other WPB orders affecting textiles and 
leather, 


Other changes in the amended order are: 


1, Ratings specifically permitted by the order for procurement of any item on Schedule A 
cannot be extended for delivery of any other item on Schedule A which is to be incorporated 
into the product for which the rating was originally used, For example, a rating permitted 
for procurement ofafabric cannot be extended for purchasing the yarn going into the fabric, 
The only exceptions are military orders, and orders for the Maritime Cammission and War Ship- 
ping Administration, This provision supersedes provisions of Priorities Regulation No, 3, 


2. Ratings assigned by CMP regulations for maintenance and repair purposes are now 
valid for procurement of brushes and brooms, 


3. Ratings for materials used in functioning parts of industrial machinery are validated 
insofar as specific items on Schedule A are concerned, 


REVISION OF CORDAGE ORDER PERMITS BLENDING ISTLE AND SISAL 


Two varieties of spinnable istle fiber--juamave and pita--may be blended with sisal in 
manufacture of rope, thereby increasing the supply of cordage fibers, as a result of the 
amendment of Order M-138 (cordage fiber, cordage yarn, and cordage) by the War Production 
Board on August 13, Among other changes effected by the action are: 


Unspinnable waste istle is excluded fromthe scope of the order; restrictions on importa- 
tion are eliminated, since istle and istle products are subject toGeneral Imports Order M-43; 
an allocations clause setting up WPB machinery for allocation of istle from the Government 
stockpile is inserted in the order; and a certification clause is written into the order 
covering purchasers of istle or istle products who must certify to their suppliers that the 
material will be used in accordance with provisions of M-138, Such certification is not 
necessary, however, if the supplier is satisfied that the material is to be used without 
violating terms of the order, 
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EMERGENCY MANPOWER AVAILABLE FROM U, S, NAVY 


The War Manpower Commission has made arrangements with the Navy Department for the 
temporary assistance of certain Navy personnel during emergencies in the handling of food 
crops, Undér an agreement, Naval trainees may volunteer for temporary details up to three 
days in food packing and canning plants that are undergoing critical shortages of labor 
which threaten the loss of crops, The Commission's Regional Manpower Directors have been 
informed concerning conditions and procedures, Canners and packers of fishery products 
needing help under emergency circumstances should contact their State or Regional Manpower 
Directors or U., S, Employment Service offices for this service, 


MANPOWER CONTROLS TIGHTENED BY WMC 


On August 14, the War Manpower Commission announced a series of changes in the rules for 
inducting men into the military services under the Selective Service System, The Commission's 
plans for the control of manpower have gradually become more severe as the reservoir of 
civilian manpower has become curtailed further and further because of the necessity to 
increase production of war materials as well as supply the armed forces with the men they 
need, The plan of August 14 was designed to meet manpower demands which have become in- 
creasingly pressing because of virtual exhaustion of certain elements in our manpower reser- 
voir that heretofore have been chiefly relied on for military service, 


The steps taken to meet current demands include: 


1, Listing of critical occupations involving skills urgently needed in the War, 
Improvement of the system of transfer of civilian workers fram job to job. 
Extension of the list of non-deferrable activities and occupations, 


. Instruction of Selective Service local boards to give greater consideration than 
© occupational deferment,

Workers possessing critical skills are now required to get into war industry or sup- 
porting civilian activities by October 1, or lose further claim to Selective Service occu- 
pational deferment, Selective Service local boards have been instructed to give men with 
such skills special consideration with reference to deferment if they are in war-useful jobs, 
Men with these skills who are not in essential industry at present are notified to register 
with their local U, S, Employment Service offices and make themselves available to take 
essential jobs, 


The newly established critical list covers 149 occupations and on the revised non-de- 
ferrable list are 60 occupations and 58 activities, The new critical list does not dis- 
place the existing lists of essential activities and occupations while the non-deferrable 
list is limited, representing types of employment so remote from the war that they plainly 
cannot compete with the armed services or war production for necessary manpower, 


The lists of "Critical Occupations", "Essential Activities and Occupations", and "Non- 
deferrable Activities and Occupations" have been issued by the War Manpower Commission to 
guide local Selective Service boards in making decisions on occupational deferment, Local 
boards have been instructed to obtain all available information from national, state, and 
local levels to assist them in determining if a registrant is 4 "necessary man" in his civil- 
ian capacity, Boards have been particularly instructed to use the facilities of the United 
States Employment Service to determine whether there is a national or local shortage of per- 
sons with the registrant's qualifications, Decision on deferment in each individual case 
is made by the local board, subject to the right of repeal, 


Inclusion of a registrant's employment on published lists does not conclusively de- 
termine his occupational status and make his deferment or induction mandatory, as the def- 
inite decision as to whether or not the registrant is needed in his current occupation in 
support of the war effort is to be made by the local board, 


While the primary purpose of the recent War Manpower Commission announcements is to 
accomplish the transfer of workers to more war-useful jobs, it serves as a notice to fa- 
thers and others with comparatively great home responsibilities that after October 1, occu- 
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pation of a registrant, will, generally speaking, be the main factor in determining whether 
he will be inducted or deferred if his order number is called, 


The Commission states that any registrant qualified for an occupation on the critical 
list who is not engaged in an essential activity by October 1, 1943, will not be considered 
for occupational deferment, 


Transfer to critical or more essential jobs is governed by regulation and broad powers 
are given local and regional officials of the War Manpower Commission in determining when 
a transfer is in the interest of the war effort, The United States Employment Service, in 
charge of securing employment stabilization, applies the War Manpower rules locally. Local 
employment stabilization programsare now in effectinthe greater part of the country. These 
programs function under standards approved by management and labor, 


To cooperate in the Employment Stabilization Program, workers should apply the following 
suggestions: 


1, Workers who are employed full-time at their top skill in work which contributes 
to the war effort should stay on the job, 


2. Workers who feel they can contribute more effectively to the war by changing jobs 
should nevertheless stay on their present jobs until a decision as to their eligibility for 
a transfer has been made, 


3. Don't shop for a job just to get more money, 


Workers desiring tomake transfer must register with the Employment Service and employers 
must observe certain regulations in hiring of workers, For violation of the regulations 
either employer or workers will become subject to criminal prosecution which may result in 
a fine of $1,000, a year in prison, or both, 


Commercial fishing is listed among "Essential Activities and Occupations" (see Fishery 
Market News, Feb., p. 11, Mar., p. 1). Commercial fishermen are, therefore, in a relatively 
favorable position for the securing of deferment from military service, However, the status 
of individual fishermen depends on their ability, or that of their employers, to show local 
Selective Service boards that their occupation as fishermen is necessary to the war effort, 
In this connection, farmers enjoy indefinite deferment as long as they are found necessary 
to and regularly engaged in an agricultural occupation or an agricultural endeavor essential 
to the wer effort. 





The current tendency of local draft boards is to consider "necessary" those fishermen 
who can demonstrate that they produce relatively large quantities of food, In some locali- 
ties the status of fishermen is virtually "critical" due to the shortage of skilled fisher- 
men in important fisheries while in some other areas commercial fishermen are considered 
only semi-necessary, Draft boards have recognized a good deal of range in the relative in- 
portance of fishermen in the war effort, For this reason, fishermen concerned about their 
draft status and anxious to help their country to the best of their ability should fit then- 
selves into the most productive fishery activity that they are qualified to follow, In this 
connection, the, help and concurrence of local Employment Service offices should be obtained, 


FISHING VESSEL CONSTRUCTION APPLICATIONS TO BE SUBMITTED TO OCF AREA COORDINATORS 


Applicants for authorization to construct fishing vessels are requested by the Office 
of the Coordinator of Fisheries to submit CMP-4A applications and all correspondence related 
thereto to the local representatives of the OCF with whom they normally have dealings, start- 
ing October 1, This involves no change in procedure other than examining applications in 
area offices in advance of submitting them to Washington, Normally, no delay will ensuc 
in processing the applications since it is now frequently necessary to refer them to Area 
Coordinators for examination and recommendation, 


JUNE PURCHASES OF FISHERY PRODUCTS BY FDA VALUED AT $2,117,916

FISHERIES OF NEW JERSEY 


As compared with 1942, most of the fisheries of New Jersey this year produced normal 
quantities of seafoods, according to the mid-August report of the Service's agent in that 
area, Fishermen considered their output to be satisfactory, particularly because of the 
very good prices received, 


Bluefish were taken in the ocean off Cape May County infair quantity, especially by 
trollers, and brought satisfactory prices, The catch of bonito by operators of similar 
gear was also very heartening in quantity, with prices good, 


Menhaden-seining vessels produced satisfactorily throughout most of the season, and 
purse-seine vessels operated for other species reported good catches of scup, weakfish, and 
croakers, 


Pound-net operators along the entire coastal area reported very good yields of most 
of the important species taken by this type of gear, Catches were said to have been par- 
ticularly heavy in the Barnegat City-Beach Haven area, 





The production of hard clams in coastal New Jersey waters was good up to mid-August, 
with prices very high during the early part of the summer, A decrease in production occurred 
in early July, when canneries producing clam chowder turned to canning vegetables rather 
than seafoods, Because of fairly heavy losses of clammers to war services and industries, 
the total annual production of hard clams in this area will probably fall slightly below 
that of 1942. 





The prohibition of party-fishing was reflected in an increase in all areasin the number 
of operating units employed in both net and line fishing in New Jersey, 


Shad were reported to have been more plentiful in Delaware Bay during the past season 
than in 1942, with prices higher as compared with that year, 





Striped bass, also, were present in large numbers, and furnished & welcome addition 
to the total production of seafoods in this area, as contrasted with + © meager catch of 
the species in 1942 when State regulations prohibited taking them in Delaware Bay, 


Market oysters were relatively scarce in the Maurice River Cove area during the spring 
but the comparatively high prices received for both shell and shucked stock made the season 
a satisfactory one, 





Seed oysters were comparatively plentiful during the planting season, and the increased 
quantity planted augurs well for the subsequent harvesting season, 


Hard crabs appeared to be fairly plentiful in Delaware Bay waters during the few weeks 
of the season which have passed, Prices are reported to average the abnormally high figure 
of $3.00 per bushel of 40 pounds net, as contrasted with an average of half that amount 
for 1942. 


FISHERIES OF VIRGINIA 


As in most other sections of the State, fishing operations in Mathews and Gloucester 
Counties were quite profitable this year for those who remained in the industry, according 
to the mid-August report of the Service's agent in that area, Nearby military operations 
and a labor shortage resulted in fewer traps being fished than in previous seasons; but 
the unit catch has been so much greater that it is believed total production will not be 
far behind that of 1942, The unusually high prices being paid this year has been an added 
incentive for operators to produce to highest capacity, 


A scarcity of ice and boxes hampered production somewhat in August, but apparently 
there was very little actual loss of fish, The labor situation was reported to be better 
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in the Northern Neck area of the state than in most other sections, because of the distance 
from large defense-industry areas, 


The past oyster season was reportedas very successful, with the demand usually exceeding 
the supply, It was expected that there would be a definite shortage of oysters in this 
area during the coming months, however, due partly to the fact that the dry weather has 
not contributed to the normal growth, and partly because oyster beds were depleted last 
season to take advantage of the high prices, 


The menhaden industry has been curtailed somewhat by a loss of vessels to the Navy, 
but is otherwise experiencing 4 satisfactory season, A high yield of oil in June partly 
compensated for the unusually low yield in August, when the oil content of these fish normally 
increases, Operators report that the oil yield in August was the lowest ever experienced, 
and anticipate September with the hope that the upswing will offset this, 


FISHERIES OF WASHINGTON AND OREGON 


The outstanding development in the fish trade of Washington and Oregon was the continued 
shift of halibut landings from Seattle to Prince Rupert due to price disadvantages to land- 
ing at Seattle, according to the Service's representatives in that area, From August 1 
to 28 only 95,000 pounds of halibut were landed at Seattle by halibut vessels compared with 
a total of 1,588,500 pounds landed in August 1942, By contrast, landings at Prince Rupert, 
British Columbia, increased from 2,792,000 pounds in August 1942 to 3,644,000 pounds for 
August 1 to 28, 1943. About 500,000 pounds of halibut were shipped by express from Prince 
Rupert to Seattle, 

It was announced by the International Fisheries Commission that Areas 3 and 4 would be 
closed to halibut fishing effective at midnight of September 8, thus terminating the Pacific 
halibut fishing season for 1943. Halibut caught incidental to fishing for other species 
may be landed till midnight of November 30 and certain limited catches made as provided 
for in Article 1 of the United States-Canada Convention will be permitted, The 1943 halibut 
season was the shortest in the history of the fishery, having run 21 weeks, from April 15, 
The 1942 season (23 weeks) closed September 25, and the 1941 season on September 14, The 
latter season, however, opened on April l, 


Northwest pilchard fishing was terminated between August 16 and 18 when all pilchard 
vessels departed for California fishing areas, The Northwest fishing extended from July 8 
to August 18; was prosecuted by 18 vessels; and yielded 13,353 tons of pilchards, These 
fish were utilized by two plants in Washington and one in Oregon, In 1942, the Northwest 
pilchard fishery produced 500 tons of fish, ending on August 9, 


Throughout August, shipments of catfish and tench fram Idaho were receivedin the Seattle 
market, The shipments of these new items first recorded on July 17, totaled 29,000 pounds 
for each species, Utilization of these comparatively less popular food fishes was apparently 
made feasible by the generally high prices of fish, Prices for catfish were congistently 
quoted at 16.85 cents per pound for round fish and 36,85 cents dressed, while tench averaged 
11,85 cents,

SIX MONTHS LANDINGS AT THREE PORTS 20 PERCENT BELOW YEAR AGO 


During June, fishing vessels delivering their catches to the ports of Boston and 
Gloucester, Mass,, and Portland, Maine, landed 44,331,583 pounds of fishery products valued 
at $2,650,788 to the fishermen, according to Current Fishery Statistics No, 77, released 
by the Fish and Wildlife Service, This represented an increase of 8 percent in amount landed 
and 36 percent in value received as compared with the receipts during the same month a year 
ago, The larger part of the increase was accounted for by a gain of 92 percent or 3 million 
pounds in mackerel receipts and 19 percent or 2.5 million pounds in rosefish landings, This 
brought the total of all landings for the first six months of 1943 to 148,787,179 pounds, 
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still 20 percent less than the 185,884,957 pounds landed during the similar period of last 
year, Considering this decline by ports, Boston landings dropped from 114,014,267 for this 
period of 1942 to 79,783,624 pounds for 1943, while Portland and Gloucester receipts were 
about the same as those of the first six months of 1942, 


During the month of June, 231 vessels made 1,268 trips to the fishing grounds and were 
absent from port a total of 4,245 days, The over-all weighted average price per pound for 
the month averaged 5,98 cents as compared with 7,91 cents during Mey and 4.73 cents during 
June 1942, while that for the first six months of the current year was 8,18 cents as compared 
with 4.79 cents for the same period of 1942, Of the June landings, 17,473,941 pounds were 
received at Boston as compared with 24,675,426 pounds at Gloucester, and 2,182,216 pounds 
at Portland,

CHICAGO RECEIPTS IN JULY MAINTAIN STRONG LEAD OVER LAST YEAR 


Receipts of fresh and frozen fishery products in the Chicago wholesale fish market in 
July, amounting to 6,915,000 pounds, were 13 percent or approximately one million pounds 
below the totals for June, but 4/, percent greater than those of July one year ago, according 
to the Service's local Market News office, Totals for the first seven months of the year 
amounted to 46,650,000 pounds, an increase of 23 percent over the 37,851,000 pounds received 
in the same period last year, Shipments of most of the important species dropped below 
those of June, but almost all were above those of July 1942, with halibut maintaining its 
lead in poundage, Of the total receipts in July, 23 percent was delivered by truck, 53 
percent by express, and 2/, percent by rail freight as compared with 34, 41, and 25 percent 
respectively, in July a year earlier,

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GULF CRAB AND FISH PRODUCTION INCREASES IN JUNE

July, The production of shrimp and oysters from January thru July was almost identical to 
that in 1942; crab production was considerably reduced; and the catch of fresh and salt-water 
fish was increased somewhat,

AMENDMENT 3 TO MPR-418, FRESH FISH PRICES, ISSUED AUGUST 4 


Acting to prevent evasion of the maximum prices for fresh fish and seafood, the OPA 
on August 4 specifically limited the prices which agents may charge for fresh fish sold 
for a producer or primary wholesaler on a consignment basis, 


By an amendment (No, 3) to Maximum Price Regulatior No, 418 (Fresh Fish and Seafood), 
the OPA provided that agents who sell on a consignment basis for producers may not charge 
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more than the specific producer ceiling prices listed in Table A of the regulation, These 
prices apply regardless of the nature of the purchaser, OPA stated, 


Likewise, agents of primary wholesalers who sell to secondary wholesalers may not charge 
in excess of the ceiling prices listed for primary wholesalers in Table B, However, where 
sale is made by the primary wholesaler or his agent to an indiviiual retail store or restau- 
rant, rather than to a secondary wholesaler, the ceiling prices listed for cash-and carry 
wholesalers (Table D) or those for service and delivery wholesalers (Table E) may be charged, 
depending on delivery, 


Officials stated that there has been an increasing tendency for producers to evade 
the price ceilings by selling through agents who charge the higher maximum prices listed 
for primary fish shipper wholesalers, cash-and-carry wholesalers, or service and delivery 
wholesalers, The same practice has been followed by some primary fish shipper wholesalers 
in sales to secondary wholesalers, 


The action does not disturb the established practice of selling on a consignment basis 
but is aimed at preventing the evasion of the established ceiling prices through the use of 
agents, 


In the same amendment, the OPA revised the transportation provision of the regulation 
to permit the addition of transportation costs to the maximum price when a primary distribu- 
tor ships fish to a remote branch warehouse, 


Thus, for example, where a primary fish distributor located in Seattle sends a carload 
of halibut to a branch warehouse in Chicago, the latter now may add the transportation cost 
to its maximum price, This cost must be shown in an invoice to the customer to enable him 
also to add the cost to his maximum price, 


The amendment provides that the maximum prices in sales between secondary wholesalers 
are those listed in Table C, but a wholesaler may use the maximum price in Table Dor£E 
in determining his ceiling price for sales of fish just purchased, However, Table E, which 
lists prices for service and delivery wholesalers, may be used only where the wholesaler 
delivers the goods to the customer's usual receiving point by means other than a common 
carrier, 


In order to offset the added cost to fishermen in bringing pilchards to various ports, 
the amendment permits the addition of $1,00per ton on sales of pilchards delivered to Benecia, 
Martinez, and Moss Landing, California, and the addition of $1.50 per ton delivered to 
Pittsburgh, California, This provision became effective August 2, 


Other minor changes include the dividing of sablefish into sizes of 5 pounds and over 
and 5 pounds and under, instead of 6 pounds and over and under 6 pounds, as originally pro- 
vided, 


Excerpts from Amendment No, 3, which became effective August 4, follow: 


1, Section 2 (a) is amended by inserting after the sentence "For each month, there are 
two columns of prices," the sentence "The prices in Table A on sales by producers apply 
irrespective of the nature of the purchaser and irrespective of whether the fish are sold 
through an agent of any kind," 


2. Section 3 (a) is amended to read as follows: 


(a) Sale by a primary fish shipper wholesaler, A sale by a primary fish shipper 
wholesaler is a sale by a person who buys fresh fish or seafood from 4 producer and who 
distributes bulk, boxed, barreled, or packaged fish and seafood to other wholesalers (re- 
tailer-owned cooperative, cash and carry, and service and delivery) or to a retail chain 
store warehouse, 





3. Section 3 (a) (1) is amended by inserting after the sentence "These prices are f,0o,b, 
his established place of doing business in bulk," the sentence "The prices in Table B on 
sales by primary fish shipper wholesalers apply irrespective of whether the fish are sold 
through an agent of any kind," 
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4. Section 4 (a) (1) is amended to read as follows: e 


(1) MAximum prices for sales by a retailer-owned cooperative wholesaler and by a 
wholesaler Other than a primary fish shipper wholesaler to other wholesalers, Maximum prices 
for salesbya retailer-owned cooperative wholesaler are the prices listed in Table C (Article 
IV, section 20(c)) plus tne container prices provided in section 19 when containers are 
used, plus transportation as provided in section 7, The prices in Table C also shall apply 
in sales by & wholesaler other than a primary fish shipper wholesaler to other wholesalers 


and chain store warehouses, 

















5, Section 4 (b) (1) is amended by deleting the sentence "These prices apply to sales 
to other wholesalers as well as to retailers and purveyors of meals," 


6, Section 4 (c) is amended by inserting after the phrase "and who delivers the goods 
to his customer's usual receiving point" the phrase "by means other than a common carrier," 


7, Section 4 (c) (1) is amended by deleting the sentence "These prices apply to sales 
to other wholesalers as well as to retailers and purveyors of meals," 


8. The text of section 7 (a) preceding the example is amended to read as follows: 


(a) When a wholesaler may add his transportation cost to listed prices, The prices 
set forth in section 20 list maximum prices for sales by 4 retailer-owned cooperative, cash 
and carry, and service and delivery wholesaler, exclusive of container costs and trans- 
portation costs incurred in transporting the fish to his established place of doing business, 
Where such transportation charges have been incurred (excluding local trucking and handling 
charges), a wholesaler who purchases fresh fish and seafood from a primary fish shipper 
wholesaler may add to the maximum prices the actual cost of transportation from the primary 
fish shipper wholesaler's established place of doing business to such wholesaler's cus- 
tomary receiving point, and must record the allowed transportation cost in an invoice to 
his customer, Any customer of such wholesaler may add to his selling price the transpor- 
tation cost as shown in the invoice, Where a primary fish shipper wholesaler has a branch 
warehouse located at a remote point from the market of origin to which it ships fresh fish 
and seafood, the branch warehouse for the purpose of transportation allowance may be con- 
sidered a wholesaler who purchases fresh fiah and seafood from a primary fish shipper whole- 
sealer, In no instance may transportation costs exceed common carrier retes when such rates 
are available,

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FRESH FISH PRICES IN MPR-418 REVISED IN AMENDMENT 1, 


To proteet existing ceilings on canned fish, the OPA amended its fresh fish and sea- 
food regulation to provide that the maximum at which any seller can sell to a cannery is 
that established ex-vessel--the fisherman's maximum, 


Canners customarily have done their buying directly from the fisherman, With the in- 
auguretion of ceilings under Maximum Price Regulation No, 418 (Fresh Fish and Seafood), 
however, efforts were made by middlemen to interpose in such sales, increasing the price 
to the canners, 


Inasmuch as ex-vessel maximum price only will be allowed in sales to canners, the canners 
may, as before, employ persons to deliver the fish from the dock to the cannery and pay 
such persons the charges allowed under Maximum Price Regulation No, 165 (Services), 


In addition to the provision on sales to canners, Amendment No, 4 to Maximum Price 
Regulation No, 418 also deals with sales to wholesalers who operate retail counters, sets 
forth a new invoice provision and issues ceiling. prices for some new items, while correcting 
previously listed maximums for others, 


Perhaps most important among these pricing actions is the revision of ceiling prices 
on cod, hake and haddock, in the round as taken from the water, These changes range from a 
quarter of a cent to two cents a pound, ex-vessel, allowing for size differentials, and were 
necessary because such size differentials were not considered in the prices set for these 
species, Therefore, these were too low in comparison with others in the regulation and 
tended to make operation impossible for the small boat owners, The increases will not be 
felt at the retail level, 


Similarly, the size differential was removed from ling cod, This, again, should not 
be felt in general fish prices, since comparatively little of the amaller ling cod is caught, 


In the case of the cash-and-carry and service wholesalers who also operate retail coun- 
ters, some suppliers had been taking advantage of the presence of these counters by asking 
the maximum prices allowed in sales to retail stores, The amendment specifies that primary 
fish shipper wholesalers may charge only the maximum prices allowable in sales to wholesalers 
when seliing to wholesalers who also have a retail operation, 


The new invoice provision requires sellers to furnish to buyers written statements 
setting forth the date, name and address of the buyer and seller, species sold, quantity, 
sizes, grades, and styles of dressing of fresh fish and seafood, and the price charged for 
it, including a separate statement of the container cost and transportation cost, if any, 


Amendment No, 4 to Maximum Price Regulation No, 418 became effective August 25, 1943. 
Excerpts follow:

(c) Sales to canners, The applicable prices in Table A shall apply to seles of fresh 
fish and seafood to canners by any person,

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AMENDMENT 5 TO MPR-418 GIVES REGIONAL OFFICES AUTHORITY TO ADJUST PRICES 


Regional offices of the OPA on August 20 were authorized to adjust fisherman's ceiling 
prices for fresh fishand other seafood, after approval of such adjustments by OPA's National 
Office, where circumstances make such adjustments necessary, 


The action was taken through Amendment No, 5 to Maximum Price Regulation No, 418. (Fresh 
Fish and Seafood) to meet situations in which fishermen sell to boats offshore rather then 
sell ex-vessel at the dock, The amendment became effective August 20, 1943. 


The amendment also clarifies the pricing of salmon on the West Coast, making more specific 
the points of delivery at which the already established maximum prices are applicable, Ex- 
cerpts from this amendment follow: 


1, A new paragraph (c) is added to section 2 to read as follows: 


(c) Regional adjustments of producers' prices, Any regional office of the OPA may 
by order modify the maximum price established by TableAfor any species and style of dressing 
wherever, and to the extent that, it determines such modification to be necessary to prevent 
the avoidence of the prices established by Table A or to prevent disruption of. the cus- 
tomary methods of landing and selling fish: Provided, That the prices as thus modified 
shall be in line with the prices established by Table A for the particular species, making 
allowance for the differences in the method by which, or the place at which, the fish are 
removed from the vessel or delivered to the buyer. No modification may be issued which 
would require an increase in the prices established by any other table or by any other regu- 
lation, Such modification shall apply to sales at such areas or localities witLin the juris- 
diction of the regional office as it may determine, No order of modification shall be issued 
until it shall have been submitted to the Office of Price Administration in Washington and 
approved, If the price is modified for any species which is customarily landea in any other 
region, the order of modification shall not be submitted to Washington until it has been 
submitted to the regional office for such other region, 





2. Footnote 5 to Table A, section 20, is amended to read as follows: 


5 The maximum prices listed for this species of fish apply when it is delivered ex-vessel Neah Bay, 
Washington, Fishing Grounds of Juan de Fuca Strait, Puget Sound and all other waters in or adjoining the 
State of Washington except the Columbia River. 


3. Footnote 8 to Table A, section 20, is amended to read as follows: 


8 The maximum prices listed for this species of fish apply only ~\en it is caught in bays, streams 
and rivers and adjoining waters in Oregon and California other than the Columbia and Sacramento Rivers. 


OPA DEFINES TUNA HANDLING SERVICES UNDER MPR-165 


The August 24 issue of the Federal Register recorded an order issued on July 19 (ef- 
fective date--July 19) which adjusted prices for handling service for fresh tuna fish in 
the Pacific Coast states, and defined the handling services involved, Excerpts from this 
order (OPA--Region VIII Order G-6 Under MPR-165) follow: 





(a) The adjusted maximum price for the "services rendered in connection with the handling 
of fresh tuna fish" in the States of Washington, Oregon, and California shall be as follows: 


(1) $22.50 per net ton of 2,000 pounds, plus cost of transportation from dock or other 
customary receiving point at port of entry to "custamary receiving point of canner", 


(b) Definitions, 


(1) "Services rendered in connection with the handling of fresh tuna fish" shall 
mean unloading of boats, receiving on dock or other point of unload, weighing, storage, 
furnishing of ice and icing, loading on cars, trucks, or other conveyances for shipment 
to "customary receiving point of 'canner'", and furnishing such other services and facilities 
as may be necessary to accomplish the foregoing: Provided, That if boxes are furnished 
by the person performing such services, the actual cost of the boxes, not to exceea the maxi- 
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mum price, may be charged in addition to the adjusted maximum price, 


OPA INSTRUCTS RETAILERS ON FRESH FISH SALES 


OPA Retailer's Bulletin No, 39, "Retail Mark-ups Fixed by OPA Maximum Price Regulation 
No, 439", gives instructions on the keeping of records and the calculation of ceiling prices 
under MPR-439. This bulletin also contains a sample form which is suggested for keeping 
records, Copies of the bulletin can be obtained from the Washington,D, C., or local offices 
of OPA or from Market News offices of the Fish and Wildlife Service, 


PRICES ESTABLISHED FOR FRESH SALMON ON FISHING GROUNDS IN ALASKA 
The following order, effective August 30, was issued August 28 by the Acting Regional 


Administrator of Region IX of the OPA and published in the Federal Register of September 
2 (p. 12115). 





Order No, 1 under MPR-418, Fresh Fish and Shellfish 


Pursuant to the authority contained in section 2 (c) of Maximum Price Regulation 418 
the Regional Office for the Ninth Region is hereby establishing maximum prices for fresh 
salmon on fishing grounds in and off the Territory of Alaska 


The maximum prices for fresh salmon sold in Alaskan fishing grounds shall be determined 
by deducting the following amounts from the maximum prices established in Maximum Price 
Regulation 418 at the Alaskan port of entry to which the fish are delivered:

20, Excerpts follow: 


Sec. 8, Where this regulation applies, The provisions of this regulation shall apply 
to the forty-eight states of the United States and the District of Columbia and, enotwith- 
standing the provisions of Maximum Price Regulation-194, to the Territory of Alaske, 











Frozen Fish Trade 





FROZEN FISH STOCKS ON JULY 1 FIFTEEN MILLION POUNDS LESS THAN YEAR AGO 


Due to increased freezings of fishery products during June, holdings by domestic cold- 
storage plants gained 65 percent over those of the previous month and totaled 57,446,000 
pounds on July 1, according to data published in Current Fishery Statistics No, 74 by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, Large gains were reported in all important items with stocks 
of aalibut gaining 4.7 million pounds during the month, whiting, 3.4 million pounds, and 
mackerel, 2.7 million pounds, these three items accounted for nearly half of the total in- 
crease in cold-storage holdings, Halibut stocks on Julyl totaled 9,3 million pounds; whiting, 
5.3 million pounds; and mackerel, 3,9 million pounds, 


Because of the change in the date for reporting stocks of frozen fishery products fram 
the 15th to the first of the month, it is not possible to make an exact comparison of the 
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July 1 stocks with those of the same date last year, However, it is estimated that holdings 
on July 1 were about 15 million pounds less then on this date in 1942, Considering this 
decline by sections, the largest drop appears to have occurred in the North Central section 
or Great Lakes region where stocks were estimated to be 39 percent or 55 million pounds 
below a year ago, Likewise, New England holdings were estimated to be down 27 percent or 
about 5 million pounds while stocks in the Middle Atlantic States declined about 13 percent 
or 1,8 million pounds, Smallest declines were estimated to have occurred in the South At- 
lantic and Gulf and Pacific Sections where holdings were only down about 1 million pounds 
in each area, All important items except flounders, sea herring, scup, and shad and shad 
roe appear to be held in lesser quantity than a year ago,

RODUCTS FROZEN DURING JUNE 


Freezings of fishery products by domestic freezers during the month of June totaled 
35,079,000 pounds, an increase of 58 percent over those of the previous month, according to 
Current Fishery Statistics No, 74, published by the Fish and Wildlife Service, The main 
items frozen during the month--whiting, halibut, mackerel and rosefish fillets--accounted 
for 52 percent of the total freezings, Although it is not possible to make an exact can- 
parison with 4 year ago due to the change in the date for reporting cold-storage statistics 
from the 15th to the first of the month, it is estimated that the June freezings were about 
equal to those of the same monthof lest year, Substantial increases were reported in freezings 
of cod ‘and pollock fillets, flounders, sea herring, and squid, It is of interest to note 
that although the total freezings during June amounted to35million pounds, the apparent net 
in-movement into cold-storage during the month totaled only 224 million pounds, It is evi- 
dent that a good portion of this fishis frozen and sold without remaining in storage for any 
great length of time,

Holdings of frozen fresh fish in Canadian cold-storage plants on August 1, amounted 
to 24,310,000 pounds, an increase of 38 percent over the previous month, but a decrease 
of 20 percent when compared with August 1, 1942, according to 4 preliminary report furnished 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Compared with the previous year, a number of items 
showed substantial increases, Among these were the holdings of cod and cod fillets, haddock 
and haddock fillets and sea herring kippers, Stocks of salmon, sea herring, halibut, mackerel,

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CANADIAN PLANTS FREEZE 12 MILLION POUNDS OF FRESH FISH IN JULY 


Canadian cold-storage plants froze 12,092,000 pounds of fresh fish and 715,000 pounds 
of smoked fish during July, according to preliminary data released by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, Compared with July 1942, this was a decrease of 11 percent in freezings of 
fresh fish end 35 percent in smoked fish, Freezings of cod fillets, mackerel, and whitefish 
were greater than during July 4 year ago, but large declines occurred in the freezings of 
salmon, halibut, and sea herring,

FROZEN FISH CEILINGS ADJUSTED 


Decreases ranging from one cent to 124 cents per pound were made by the OPA on August 
12 in the ceilings of eight different items of frozen fish and other sea food at the pro- 
cessor level, As there are fixed percentage mark-ups for wholesalers and retailers of these 
products, the reductions will be passed on to the consumer, 


The sharp reductions were made to thwart attempts to avoid observance of ceilings for 
fresh fish provided in Maximum Price Regulation No, 418 (Fresh Fish and Sea Food) which 
became effective June 13, 1943. Fish destined for immediate consumption were being frozen 
in order that the higher prices allowed ror the frozen article might be obtained, OPA said, 


Maximum Price Regulation No, 364 (Frozen Fish and Sea Food) came under reexamination if 
for the purpose of bringing all frozen fish ceilings in line with the fresh fish maximums 
allowed, In Amendment No, 3 to MPR 364, effective August 12, prices for frozen swordfish, 
whiting, and sea scallops are being cut back, Excerpts covering the changes follow: 


1, In section 20, the base prices per pound for Items Nos, 1, 2, 3, and 4 of Schedule 
No, 43, swordfish (Xiphias gledius), are amended to read ".343", ",362", ".339", and ",48", 
respectively, instead of ",45", "48", ".46", and ",50",

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FROZEN PEELED SHRIMP PRICES REGULATED 


Maximum prices for processors of frozen peeled shrimp, both veined and unveined, were 
established August 31 by the OPA at levels which represent an average reduction of from 10 
to 15 percent to the consumer and which are in line with maximum prices already established 
for other items of frozen shrimp, The maximum prices, expressed in cents-per-pound, are 
listed in Amendment No. 4 to Maximum Price Regulation No, 364 (Frozen Fish and Seafood), 
(Fishery Market News, Apr. Supp., D. 18), The amendment, which became effective September 
4, 1943, was issued to serve as a temporary stopgap until the prices can be restated in 
Revised Maximum Price Regulation No, 364, which is to be issued shortly, 








The shrimp are sold under mark-ups after the processor level, Excerpts from the amend- 
ment follow:

The change effected substitutes the term "restricted commodities" for "semi-per- 
ishable food" as used in the original orders, No fishery products are listed among the 
"restricted commodities",

report on shrimp canning operations, according;to the Service's New Orleans Market News 
office, July is a month of limited canning as fishing vessels and plants are refitted for 
operation in the months of more active shrimping,

CALIFORNIA TUNA PACK 34 PERCENT ABOVE YEAR AGO--MACKEREL DOWN 21 PERCENT 


During June, the production of canned tuna by California canners totaled 228,215 standard 
cases, according to information released by the California Division of Fish and Game, Compared 
with the 207,568 cases packed in June 1942, this was an increase of 10 percent, This brought 
the total pack for the first six months of 1943 to 713,310 cases, 34 percent more than was 
canned during the same period of the previous year, Large increases were shown in the packs 
of all varieties of tuna except bonito and bluefin which declined to about half of the 1942 
production, Of the total six-month pack, 46 percent consisted of yellowfin, 22 percent tuna 
flakes, 15 percent striped, 10 percent bluefin, and 7 percent of all other varieties, In 
comparison, the pack during the same period of 1942 was 50 percent yellowfin, 29 percent 
bluefin, 9 percent striped, 9 percent flakes, and 3 percent of all other items, 


The pack of canned mackerel continued below that of & year ago, The 2,038 standard 
cases canned during June were only 14 percent of the production in the same month a year 
ago, The total mackerel pack forthe first six months of 1943 totaled 95,799 standard cases-- 
25,792 cases less than in the same period in I942,

ALASKA SALMON PACK TO AUGUST 28--5,135,000 CASES 


The pack of salmon in Alaska reached 5,134,849 standard cases on August 28, according 
to the Seattle office of the Service's Division of Alaska Fisheries, Final season totals 
for the Western District only were included in this figure, while the pack of many localities 
elsewhere was virtually complete, At the end of August in 1942, the pack was 95 percent 
complete and in 1941, 92 percent, The pack during August was composed mainly of pink salmon 
in both Central and Southeastern Districts,

W CANNED FISH ITEM GIVEN TRADE POINT VALUE 


Effective September 5, the OPA announced that trade point values for canned fish items 
would remain unchanged for September, A new item, "All products containing more than 20 
percent of rationed canned fish", was added to the list, however, and was given a value 
of 12,0 points per pound, Values effective from September 5 to October 2 follow:

CANNED SALMON HANDLING CHARGES INCREASED 


Ceilings on the charges of terminal operators and wharfingers in Oregon and Washington 
for the terminal services of handling and storage of canned salmon were each increased one- 
quarter cent per case by the Office of Price Aruinistration August 11, Technically, the 
operators and wharfingers in these two states are authorized to charge rates not in excess 
of the rates and charges set forth in the Seattle Terminal Tariff and filed with the Wash- 
ington Department of Public Service, The services of handling, loading, unloading and wharf- 
age are defined as having the meanings thereto ascribed, 


These rates and charges are 2g cents per case of 48 cans of salmon for handling, load- 
ing, and unloading, and 14 cents per case for.storage in terminal warehouses, OPA ceilings 
hitherto have been 2; cents and 1 cent, respectively, The increases in terminal handling 
charges and storage are manifestly insufficient to affect the price of canned salmon or to 
threaten an increase in the cost of living, according to OPA, 


A study of the operations of the Pacific Northwest marine terminals has indicated the 
need for adjustment of existing rates on salmon in order to permit the continued performance 
of essential terminal services by the wharfingers located in the port cities of Oregon and 
Washington, A 20 percent surcharge was in effect at most of the terminals in March 1942 on 
all commodities handled at the wharves with the exception of salmon, Under the General Max- 
imum Price Regulation, all charges were frozen to the March 1942 limits, leaving salmon charges 
at the 1941 level of rates, 


The action, affording relief to wharfingers as the 1943 salmon season gets under way, 
is contained in Amendment No, 17 to Revised Supplementary Regulation No, 14 to the General 
Maximum Price Regulation, effective August 10, 1943. 


PRICES OF CANNED BLUE AND SAND CRABMEAT RAISED 


Price ceilings for domestic canned blue and sand crabmeat were advanced 50 cents per 
aozen for No, $ Plat cans at the canner level by OPA in an action announced August 24, It

is contained in Amendment No, 1 to Maximum Price Regulation No, 247--Domestic Canned Crab- 
meat--(Fishery Market News, Nov, 1942, p. 27), effective August 30, 1943. As wholesalers 
and retailers take markups over the canner prices, the advance will be passed on at the 
different levels of distribution, and will mean an increase of about 63 cents per can to 
the consumer, 


This crabmeat is produced largely by canneries on the East Coast, ranging from Maine 
to the Chesapeake Bay and South Carolina, and is marketed on the Atlantic Coast, Canner 
ceilings now will be as follows per dozen cans, f.,o,b. factory:

1, Blue crabmeat and sand crabmeat, fancy or white fancy, No, = flats, $4.00. 


2. Blue crabmeat and sand crabmeat, brown claw fancy, No, ¢ flats, $3.50. 

Dungeness crabmeat, which is marketed on the Pacific Coast, continues unchanged at the 
ceiling of $4.00 per dozen No, 4 flat cans at the canner level, The new ceilings place blue 
crabmeat ona parity with the Dungeness crabmeat andwill not affect the prices of the Pacific 
Coast pack, The increases in ceilings granted are the minimum required by law, The crab- 
meat industry other than that located on the West Coast has presented data showing an in- 
crease in costs of 51 to 90 cents per dozen cans in May 1943 over May 1942, Live crabs or 
fresh crabmeat are not under price control and dealers in fresh crabmeat have been ina 
position to pay higher prices for crabs than the canners can afford, Plans are being made 
to place ceilings on live crabs in line with the new prices on canned crabmeat, 


Canners are required to notify wholesalers and retailersof the change in their ceilings 
in the form of a written notice in all cases delivered after the effective date of the action 
and for a period of 90 days thereafter, Wholesalers and retailers ere informed in this 
notice that they can refigure their ceiling prices on the first delivery of this item on and 
after the effective date, 


Wholesalers and retailers will now establish their ceilings on canned crabmeat under 
the following three regulations: Maximum Price Regulation No, 421 (Ceiling Prices of Certain 
Foods Sold at Wholesale), Maximum Price Regulation No, 422 (Ceiling Prices of Certain Foods 
Sold at Retail in Group 3 and Group 4 Stores), and Maximum Price Regulation No, 423 (Ceiling 
Prices of Certain Foods Sold at Retail in Independent Stores Doing an Annual Business of 
Less Than $250,000, or Group 1 and Group 2 Stores), 


Provisions in Maximum Price Regulation No, 247 which established maximum prices on 
canned crabmeat for wholesalers and retailers have been deleted in the amendment, The same 
amendment also changes the adjustable pricing, records and reports sections to make them 
uniform with other OPA regulations, 


RATION PLAN FOR WHOLESALERS BUYING CANNED FISH ANNOUNCED 


Wholesalers who buy canned fish direct from canners and packers will be able to follow 
their usual custom of purchasing the major share of their supplies during the peak months 
of the packing season under a ration plan announced August 25 by OPA, 

The purpose of this plan is to encourage muximum production by the canners as it will 
permit their output to move speedily into the warehouses of wholesalers, This is being 
accomplished by increasing the ration purchasing power of these wholesalers by lending them 
points, with which they may buy supplies of canned fish during the current packing period, 


While wholesalers who do not buy direct from canners or packers are not excluded from 
the borrowing procedure, it is believed their suppliers will have sufficient stocks to meet 
their demands and, therefore, these wholesalers will not need to borrow points, This is the 
way the plan works: 


(1) Wholesalers who purchase directly from primary distributors, brokers, purchasing 
companies and other sources, who wish to borrow poin for the purpose of building up stocks 
of rationed canned fish, should epply on OPA Form R-315 to the Meat Branch, Food Rationing 
Division, Office of Price Administration, Washington, D, C, The application may be filed 
at once, 


ts 
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(2) This application form should show: 


(a) Pounds of rationed canned fish held in inventory on May 1, 1942, and on May l, 
1943. 


(b>) Pounds of rationed canned fish purchased from May 1, 1942, to May 1, 1943, and 


(c) The total weight of the rationed canned fish transferred during the week, 
April 25, 1943, to May 1, 1943, which is the base period used by most wholesalers in de- 
termining their "allowable inventory", However, if the allowable inventory was adjusted, 
the total weight of transfer during the first or last six months of 1942--whichever period 
was taken for the adjustment--should be stated, 


In addition, the wholesaler should attach his OPA wholesalers registration (Form R- 
1602) to the application, 


On the basis of the estimated 1943 canned fish pack, and taking into account stocks 
on hand, it is indicated that wholesalers will have the same amount of canned fish available 
for civilian sales during the 12 months from May 1943, through April 1944, as they had during 
the corresponding 1942-43 period, The point loans will be computed on the basis of these 
estimates, 


OPA stated that the loans may be revised upward or downward, if it is found that the 
actual pack deviates greatly from the estimated pack, 


The points which the wholesaler receives from OPA may be used until May 1944, and must 
be completely repaid Within one year from the date of issuance, Under the terms of the 
loan the wholesaler is specifically prohibited from using the point loen for any purpose 
other than purchasing canned fish, 


Wholesalers who borrow points are required to file a report with the OPA by the 10th 
of each month, beginning September 10, The first report is to be for the period from May 1, 
1943, to the end of the month in which the loan is received, Wholesalers should attach 
a certified ration check for all points received from the sale of canned fish during this 
period, 


The subsequent monthly reports must show the amount of canned fish purchased and sold 
during the previous month, as well as the number of points received and paid out, To assure 
the orderly repayment of the point loan, the individual wholesaler is to accompany the re- 
port with a certified ration check for the number of points received from canned fish sales 
during the month, 


OPA officials explained that the estimates of the amount of canned fish from the 1943 
pack available for civilian use have been revised upwards, Providing point loans should 
assure the unhindered flow of canned fish from canners into distributive channels, it was 
stated, 


CANNED SOFT CLAM PRICES ESTABLISHED 


After August 21,1943, the canned soft clam industry will be governed by dollars-and-cents 
maximum prices set in Maximum Price Regulation No, 448 (Canned Clams), the Office of Price 
Administration announced on August 17, The action has been taken to establish uniform prices 
as a means of stabilizing this industry which previously operated under the General Maximum 
Price Regulation, freezing prices at each canner's March 1942 levels, Under these conditions, 
a wide range in price ceilings developed to the disadvantage of some canners, Those with 
high ceilings were able to out-bid those with lower ceilings for the diminishing supply of 
fresh clams, Price regulation at this time will provide relief for members of the industry 
who had unusually low ceilings and will tend to stimulate the production of a cheap food 
item, 


Canner's prices, established in MPR No, 448, will result in a slight increase to whole- 
salers and retailers who sell canned clams under fixed mark-ups, These prices ere from 17 
cents to 20 cents per dozen cans higher than average March 1942 rates, This will mean an 
increase to the ultimate consumer of a cent or two per can, The new canners' prices are:

With every first sale of canned soft clams after August 21 when these prices go into 
effect, wholesalers and retailers must be notified by canners to recalculate their own max- 
imum prices to bring them into line with those established in the regulation, The regula- 
tion provides for such notice and for the added time needed to make recalculations, 


Prices for hard clams, butter clams and razor clams, not governed by this regulation, 
will be covered by an amendment upon canpletion of further study, The clam industry accounts 
for 3.5 percent of the value of all fishery products, In 1940, the total production of fresh 
clams wes valued at $3,478,000, Clam products were valued at $3,778,000, The value of the 
canned soft clam pack is approximately $500,000. Excerpts from MPR-448 follow: 


Sec, 11, Definitions, When used in this maximum price regulation the term: 


(1) "Canner" means a person who preserves clams by processing and hermetically-seal ing 
in containers, 


(2) "Clams" means various bivalve mollusks, especially certain edible kinds, that have 
equal valves and normally live partially or wholly buried in the sand or mud, 


(3) "No, 1 Picnic" means a can (211 x 400) packed to a net drained weight of 5 ozs, of 
clams, 


(4) "No, 1 Tall" means a can (301 x 411) packed to a net drained weight of 8 ozs, of 
clams, 


(5) "No, 2" means a can (307 x 409) packed to a net drained weight of 10 ozs, of clams, 
and is also known as No, 2 Regular, 


(8) "Soft clams" means clams of the genus Mya arenaria, also known as soft-shell clams, 
sand clams, nannynose, and maninose, wherever the same are caught,

FATS AND OILS PRICE SCHEDULE REISSUED AS MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATION 


The revised price schedule which has controlled dealings in fats and cils has been 
rearranged and codified into a maximum price regulation, with a few minor changes, the OPA 
announced August 9, Revised Price Schedule No, 53 (Fats and Oils) was aodified and re- 
arranged into Maximum Price Regulation No, 53 (Fats and Oils), The new maximum price regu- 
lation became effective August 14, 1943. 


HEARINGS ON LIVER AND OIL FREIGHT RATES SET FOR NOVEMBER 15 
Proposals to increase freight rates on transcontinental shipments of fish livers and 


fish liver oils as well as fish oils will be considered by the Interstate Commerce Commissim 
on November 15, according to notices issued by that agency, 


The Commission annovnced a hearing on Investigation and Suspension Docket No, 5241, 
concerning new tariffs on carload and less than carload shipments of fish and sea animal 
oils, including liver oils, in shipment from the Pacific Coast to the Middle West and East, 
On the same date, a hearing on I and S Docket 5243, involving rates on carload lots of fresh 
and frozen fish livers, was announced, Both hearings are assigned for 9:30 o'clock, 4.m,, 
at the Morrison Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, before Examiner Way, 
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Foreian Fishery Trade 


IMPORTS OF SALTED FISH REGULATED 





To assure equitable distribution in the United States of limited supplies of seven 
species of imported salted fish, the War Food Administration on August 5 established in- 
dividual quotas for each importer, based on the quantity which he brought into this country 
in 1942. 


Effective August 5, each importer's share of the 1943 imports of salted cod, haddock, 
hake, pollock, cusk, ling, and saithe will be limited to 55 percent of the quantity which he 
imported from Canada and Newfoundland, respectively, in 1942, and to 20 percent of his 1942 
imports from Iceland, The quota which may be imported shall be computed on the basis of 
dry-salted fish, but each importer may import his entire quota in green-salted, dry-salted, 
or boneless fish, or any combination thereof, The following ratio shall be applied to each 
such quota: one pound of dry-salted fish equals 1,75 pounds of green-salted fish, and one 
pound of dry-salted fish equals 0,85 pound of boneless fish, 


Under Food Distribution Order No, 72, importers wishing to obtain a quota must file 
a claim with the Director of Food Dis@Fibution, stating the essential factual information 
on his1942 salted fish importations, On or before September 15, any importer who is granted 
a quota must contract for his quota and submit a copy of the contract(s) on or before Sept- 
ember 20 to the Director, Food Distribution Administration, Reference FDO 72, Washington 
25, D. C, Failing to do so, he forfeits such part of his quota as may be uncontracted for, 

Importations to meet the requirements of specified Government agencies, including the 
Food Distribution Administration, will be quota exempt, The FDA will be the sole purchaser 
of these fish for Puerto Rico, Excerpts from FDO No, 72 follow: 


(2) The term "salted fish" means and includes the following if such fish are cured or 
preserved in any manner with the use of salt, but does not mean or include the following if 
such are smoked or packed in air-tight containers: Cod (Gadus macrocephalus and Gadus cal- 


larias) , haddock (Melanogrammus aeglefinus), hake (Urophycis species and Merluccius roductus), 
pollock (Pollachius virens), cusk (Brosmius brosme), ling (Molva molva), and saithe (Gadus 

















virens), 


(3) The term "green-salted" means and includes salted fish neither skinned nor boned 
(except that the vertebral column may be removed) when containing more than 43 percent of 
moisture, by weight. 

(4) The term "dry-salted" means salted fish neither skinned nor boned (except that the 
vertebral column may be removed) when containing not more than 43 percent of moisture, by 
weight, 


(5) The term "boneless" means and includes salted fish, skinned or boned, whether or 
not dried, 


(6) The term "1943 pack" means and includes the salted fish produced from the fish 
caught during the calendar year of 1943. 


(7) The term "import" means, except as used in (e) hereof, to enter for consumption 
in the continental United States from any foreign country, including the Treaty Coasts de- 
fined in the Treaty of October 20, 1818, between the United States and Great Britain, en- 
titled "Convention Respecting Fisheries, Boundary, and the Restoration of Slaves", pro- 
claimed on January 30, 1819, or to withdraw from the bonded custody of the United States 
Bureau of Customs (bonded warehouse) in the continental United States, for consumption in 
the continental United States, 


(8) The term "import" as used in (e) hereof means to enter for consumption in the Terri- 
tory of Puerto Rico from any foreign country, including the Treaty Coasts defined in the 
aforesaid Treaty of October 20, 1818, between the United States and Great Britain, or to 
withdraw from the bonded custody of the United States Bureau of Customs (bonded warehouse) 
in the Territory of Puerto Rico for consumption in the Territory of Puerto Rico,

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(9) The term "importer" means any person who is the first owner, in the continental 
United States, of imported salted fish; and it is immaterial, in determining whether a per- 
son is an importer, whether or not the United States import duty, if any, or other payments 
were made through or by a customs broker, nominal consignee, or other agent, 


(e) Restrictions relative to Puerto Rico, The Food Distribution Administration 
is hereby authorized, notwithstanding any provision of Food Distribution Regulation 2 (8 F, 
R, 7523) or any other order or regulation, to purchase all of the salted fish for the re- 
quirements of the Territory of Puerto Rico, No person other than the Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration may import salted fish of the 1943 pack into the Territory of Puerto Rico, 








IMPORTS ORDER M-63 REVISED 


Amendment 1 to General Imports Order M-63 on August 5 added ummanufactured pearl shells 
and mother-of-pearl shells (Import Class 0961,000) to List III of the articles requiring 
authorization from the War Production Board for importation into the territorial United 
States, 


Supplemental Order M-43-a to M-63, also effective August 5, exempts most of the items 
in List III from the restrictions of M-63if they "are the growth, production, or manufacture 
of, and are transported into the continental United States overland, by air, or by inland 
waterway from Canada, Mexico, Guatemala, or El Salvador", Fishery items in List III that 
are exempted from the restrictions of M-63 under these conditions are:

Cod, haddock, hake, pollock, and cusk, pickled or salted (Class Nos, 0069.000, 0069,200, 
and 0069.900), while listed in List III, are specifically mentioned in Schedule A to M-63-a, 
a list of items not effected by the order, The status of these items under M-63 remains un- 
changed, 


CANADIAN FILLETS IMPORT QUOTA UP TO 71.5 PERCENT 


Up to August 28, 1943, Canada had used up 10,737,193 pounds, or 71.5 of its 15,000,000- 
pound import quote of filleted fish, fresh or frozen, permitted entry into the U, S, under 
the 1938 Trade Agreement, These fish include cod, haddock, hake, pollock, cusk, and rose- 
fish, A 25 to 1-7/8 cent per pound reduction induty fran the 1930 Teriff Act is indicated, 
according to these preliminary figures from the U.S, Treasury Department Customs Report 
on commodities under quota, 


FISHERIES OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 


An advance report issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics in Ottawe, Canada, dis- 
closes that in 1942 the fisheries of British Columbia reached a new high level of production, 
The products as marketed were valued at $38,060,000, an increase of $6,328,000 over 1941. 
The salmon fishery accounted for 59 percent, or $22,420,000; herring, $8,224,000; halibut, 
$2,229,000; and pilchard, $2,017,000. 
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Weight of the catch totaled 571,273,000 pounds, with a value to the fishermen of 
$18,415,000, compared with 5/,1,889,000 pounds, valued at $15,836,000 in 1941. The fisheries 
employed 12,199 fishermen and 4,939 shoresmen and a capital investment of $34,849,000 was 
reported, 


FISHERIES OF BERMUDA 


The fish catch in Bermuda, according to Foreign Commerce Weekly (9/11/43), rose fram 
170,000 pounds in 1941 to 512,000 pounds in 1942, while the number of spiny lobsters caught 
increased from 2,500 to 6,000, The value of the output of fish and lobsters increased from 
9,200 pounds sterling in 1941 to 39,667 pounds sterling in 1942, 





Fish is an important element in the diet of Bermudians, thus the increase in production 
was a boon to the lower-income groups; although fish rose 50 percent in price, it was much 
cheaper than meat, ‘The best explanation of the 1942 fishing boom seems to be the increase 
in the price which in turn may be attributed to increased demand on the part of workers 
who are now receiving higher incomes than ever before, 


TRADE AGRESMENT GIVES ICELAND PRIVILEGES IN U, S, FISH TRADE 


On August 27, a trade agreement was signed between the United States and Iceland, This 
agreement, taenter into force September 26, grants "most-favored-nation" privileges in trade 
between the two countries for a period of three years, By the terms of the agreement certain 
fishery articles produced in Iceland, shall, on importation into the United States, be exempt 
from ordinary customs duties in excess of those specified in the schedule reproduced below, 
These articles will also be exempted from all duties, taxes, etc,, imposed after the date 
of signature, Additional or separate ordinary customs duties in effect on the date.of signa- 
ture, shall continue in force, but shall not be increased,

WHOLESALE AND RETAIL PRICES 


Both wholesale and retail prices for foods in general dropped from mid-June to mid- 
July, according to reports of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, The wholesale index for food 
fell 4 percent while that for all commodities was dropping 1.1 percent, and retail costs 
of food fell 2 percent, These were the first substantial declines in food prices since 
Pearl Harbor, due, reportedly, to cut back meat prices and seasonal abundance of garden 
vegetables, 


While retail fresh and frozen fish prices rose 4,2 percent, the average cost of meat, 
including fish, declined 5,5 percent, OPA regulation of retail fresh fish prices became 
effective July 22,
